ST. LOUIS, Sept. 29.-What are 
the facts as to the progress of the 
government’s flood control program 
in the Valley of the Mississippi? 

Is this great engineering project, 
the most stupendous. undertaking in 
the history of the United States, be- 
ing carried to completion with the 
speed expected by Congress when 
the flood control law was enacted 
more than sixteen months ago? 

Are the people of the so-called 
flood States, notably Missouri, 
Arkansas, Mississippi and Louisiana 
satisfied with the control system as 
worked out by the army engineers? 

Will it be possible to complete the 
system within the limit of cost car- 
ried in the law, namely $325,000,000? 

If these questions must be an- 
swered in the negative, where does 
the responsibility fall-on Congress, 
on the President, the people whose 
homes and businesses are behind the 
levees, or on the engineers of the 
United States Army? 

In this and succceding articles 
hese questions will be answered. 

The situation- now is: graye (and 
here can be no honest denial of 
his assertion.. The fact that Rresi- 
lent Hoover has suggested a halt 
'n activities in the lowe® 
of the Mississippi, pending a re- 
iurvey of the control problem, is 
imple verification. 

No Criticism of President. 

Here it should be stated that no- 
where in the Mississippi- Valley, 
from New Orleans in the south to 
the Cairo Zone in the north, has the 
writer heard any unfriendly criti- 
cisms of the President regarding 
this problem. On the’ other hand, 
it is safe to say that he has the 
wholehearted support of 90 per cent 
of the people in the flood country. 
They believe absolutely in his sin- 
cerity and they are convinced that 
in the end he will solve their prob- 
lem. 

A few days ago in Memphis Brig.: 
Gen. T. H. Jackson of the army 
Corps of Engineers, who is president 
of the Mississippi River Commis- 
si.n, told Memphis newspaper men 
that the flood control program was 
progressing satisfactorily. Just how 
he arrived at that conclusion was 
not made clear. 

General Jackson must have known 
when he made that statement that 
the Great Boeuf River basin flood- 
way project is now tied up in the 
Federal courts and that rumblings 
of more lawsuits are heard in the 
parishes of the Atchafalaya basin 
floodway: He must have known that 
the people in the Smaller Bird’s 
Point ¢Mo.) floodway zone, the most 
northern of the flood diversions, are 
preparing to go to the United States 
Supreme Court, if that be necessary, 
fo have that phase'of the program 
corrected to their satisfaction, and 
that the farmers of the St. Francis 
basin are. preparing to invade Wash- 
ington to demand why they are not 
provided for in the army plan.

$81,200,000 Autos Stolen, 
85% Recovered in Past Year 


A value of $81,200,000 was rep- 
resented by - 116,000 automobiles 
stolen in the past year, according 
to figures compiled by the Fidel- 

‘ity-Phoenix Fire Insurance Com- 
pany. Of the total, approximately 
85 per cent were recovered, leav- 
ing a. net loss from theft in the 
neighborhood of $12,000,000. Re- 
ducing this figure to averages, it 
means that the loss from theft, 
apportioned equally among all the 
automobiles in the country, is less 
than $1 a car a year. 

According to the company, auto- 
mobile stealing is steadily becom- 
ing more hazardous, and the pro- 
portion of recoveries is mounting 
each year. Such thefts exhibit a 
distinct seasonal trend, it was 
said, reaching a high peak in the 
late Fall, and a low mark in the 
Spring, when owners most appre- 
ciate their cars and guard them 
more carefully.

A Question of far-reaching con- 
sequence “transcending considera- 
tions of party prompts us to issue 
a public statement in relation to 
the so-called flexible provisions of 
the tariff bill now pending before 
the Senate.

MacDonald Misses Religious Service at Seas 
Tired by Brisk Walk, 


He Wakes Up Too Late 





ABOARD THE BERENGARIA, at 
Sea, Sept. 29.—A quiet Sunday at sea 
today was enlivened by-the amusing 
explanation which Premier Mac- 
Donald gave to friends regarding his 
absence from religious services earlier 
in the day. 

The Prime Minister rose soon after 
6 o’clock and, despite the heavy 
pitching, which kept scores of pas- 
sengers in their staterooms, he was 
walking briskly round the deck at 7 
o'clock. After several miles the 
chief of the British Government re- 
tired to the former Kaiser’s suite, 
which he is ocouRy IPE: refreshed but 
a bit tired from his long walk. 

The captain of the Berengaria, Sir 
| Arthur Rostron, had informed the 
Premier he would conduct the usual 
services at 10:15 and Mr. MacDonald 
had fully expected to attend. At 9, 
however, he decided to close his eyes 
and rest a bit from his morning’s 
exertions and in a few moments he 
was fast asleep. 

Knowing her father’s desire to gain 
as much rest ar possible on this voy- 
age, his daughter, Ishbel, did not dis- 
turb him when 10 o clock struck, and 
so the Premier slept on, peacefully un- 
aware that the church services had 
begun. When he did awake—it was 
almost 11—the services had been con- 
cluded. 

An unfortunate change in the weath- 
er has brought with it overcast skies 
and a cold wind from the north 
which, is accompanied by a pro 
nounced pitching and it put the 
Premier’s ‘sailing capabilities to the 
test. It was said that in common 
with many other passengers he suf- 
fered a slight headache, but if, it 
was true he showed no signs and 
was active throughout the day. He

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—When 
| William B. Shearer takes the witness 
stand tomorrow before the subcom- 
mittee of the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs which is investigating 
alleged activities of three American 
shipbuilding companies against naval 
armament limitation the investiga- 
tion will enter upon a new and the 
most important stage of its proceed- 
ings. 

The subcommittee’s decision to let 
Mr. Shearer give testimony means 
that it has completed laying the 
groundwork of the inquiry, and is 
now.. prepared to attempt to deter- 
mine whether there was any organ- 
ized or individual effort on the part 
of shipbuilding interests or by Mr. 
Shearer on his own account or as 
their agent, or by Any other group 
or person to break down the Geneva 
naval armament conference of 1927, 
which ended futilely when:the Amer- 
ican and British delegations became 
involved in a hard-and-fast deadlock 
over the cruiser problem. 

One persistent line of questioning 
by the Senators composing the sub- 
committee indicated that they were 
curious to obtain some satisfactory 
explanation of why Mr. Shearer was 
sent to the Geneva naval conference 
merely as a ‘“‘reporter and observer,”’ 
although the shipbuilding companies, 
his employers, paid little and some- 
times no attention to his cabled and 
mailed reports. 


Testified Reports Were Ignored. 


Testimony from officers of the 
shipbuilding companies was that 
while they had read -some of Mr. 
Shearer’s reports, others were filed 
without reading and, generally, Mr. 
Shearer’s observations of the state 
of ‘affairs in the conference were re- 
garded as “‘bunk,”’ as one of them 
expressed it. 

The testimony of most of the ship- 
building officials who had access to 
Mr. Shearer’s reports was that they 
were of no value and:were ignored, 
for the most part. 

In a broad sense, their explana- 
tion was that they were ‘“‘jazzed,’’ to 
quote one witness, into employing 
Mr. Shkearer.: Their testimony pic- 
tured him as a superior salesman, 
who convinced the representatives of 
shipbuilding companies that he could 
be of great value to them at Geneva 
in keeping them informed of. the 
“trend” of the negotiations between 
the United States, Great Britain and 
Japan, and as to the scope and char- 


acter of future naval construction, 
which would enable them to deter- 
mine in advance whether they should

STRESSED IN LONDON 


British Hope That MacDonald 
and Hoover Will Discuss It 
Despite Reticence.

LONDON, Sept. 29.—Hopes persist 
in London that President Hoover and 
Premier MacDonald will attack the 
problem of the freedom of the seas. 
The. insistent hope is based on the 
opinion that they ought to do so, 
that in préparing for combatant par- 
ity of the two navies it would be 
working toward peace to ‘deal with 
the one cause-which is likely to mere 
their parity in combat. 

One finds this idea expressed in 
Many quarters in spite of the dis- 
couragement the suggestion has re- 
ceived from Mr. MacDonald's silence 
since the elections on the subject he 
was.so emphatic about during the 
campaign end also from Mr, Hoo- 
yer’s known disinclination to discuss 
the matter at a moment which he 
apparently judges is not propitious. 


Reciprocity Need Stressed. 


It ought to be a good sign for the 
relations between the two great sea 
powers that so many Englishmen 
think the rules of the sea in time of 
war should be considered by the two 
chiefs. Britain. knows that for more 
than a-century we have opposed 
what has been her conception of the 
freedom of the seas. She must know 
that any negotiations on the subject 
could not lead to an out and out 
acceptance ‘of her position. There- 
fore, she must be ready to go part 
of the way to meet us. If it is true 
that our increasing power on the sea 
has modified our views about how 
fleets can be used in war time, that 
ought to bring us somewhat in the 
direction of what has been the Brit- 
ish position: and indeed what we 
have chosen to make our position 
whenever we have been at war. 

Interestingly enough, Mr. MacDon- 
ald does not believe in the historical 
British claim of the right to exercise 
a blockade on the high seas. He 
holds the seas ought to be free ex- 
cept when closed by agreement 
among the nations. in fulfillment of 
international commitments. He would 
be quite willing. to assume the posi- 


tion that sea commerce should. never 

be interfered with except in enforce- 

ment. of the Kellogg pact. Whether 

or not such a pro tion would in- 

age Washington must remain to 
e seen. 


Free Atlantic Urged.

William T. Cramer, a State game

Several Are Questioned. 

Last evening, aftera day of investi 
gation. in which Commissioner 
Whalen took a large part, the police 
were ‘questioning several men re- 
garding the crime. They had as clues 
the name and address of the man 
who had been arrested, the descrip- 
tion of the man who is wanted, an 
empty shotgun shell and. a hungry 
looking beagle dog. The gun was not 
found. 

The dog is being held by the police 
at the Jamaica station as a possible 
means of identifying the slayer 
should he be brought in. It is as- 
sumed that the animal would greet 
its master in some way.

37-Day British Drought Ends; 
Worst Dry Spell in 71 Years

LONDON, Sept. 29.—After thirty- 
seven days‘of continuous drought, 
rain feil over wide areas in South- 
ern and Western England today, 
thus ending a dry spell which has 
broken all weather records of the 
past seventy-one years. 

London only had a slight drizzle 
toward the close of an overcast 
day, but in the Thames valley tor- 
rential rains poured down on the 
parched fields. At Colwyn Bay, 
North Wales, 1% inches of rain 
fell in one hour. Three houses 
were flooded at Amersham, Buck- 
inghamshire and from the hill dis- 
tricts came stories of streams be- 
ing suddenly swollen into rivers. 

Parts of Southeast England 
failed to get a-single drop of rain. 
As March was totally rainiless, 
they may by tomorrow have ex- 
perienced something England has 
not known since 1804—two months 
in a single year during which no 
rain has fallen.

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Sept. 29.— 
The hurricane which ravaged Nas- 
sau and brought buffeting gales to 
Southeast Florida passed swiftiy 
northward through the Gulf of Mex- 
ico this afternoon, threatening a 200- 
mile strip of’* coast between the 
mouth of the Mississippi River and 
Appalachicola, Fla. 

The west coast of Florida, which 
thus was thrown to the east of the 
storm ‘céntre as it took a ‘diagonal’ 
course in the Gulf, experienced high 
winds which reached gale force 
south of Tampa, but inflicted minor 
damage,. as the heaviest winds al- 
ways head: east of the hurricane 
centre. : 

Apparently the storm lost much of 
its intensity in blowing across the 
Florida keys and the sparsely in- 
kabited tip of the Florida peninsula, 
but the Weather Bureau warned that 
winds of hurricane intensity probably 
still prevail near the centre. 

Concern increased today for resi- 
dents of the No Name Key section, 
between Homestead and Key West, 
from whom no word has been. re- 
ceived since early yesterday. 

A late report from Everglades, a 
small community on the extreme 
southwestern coast of Florida, estab- 
lished by Barron Collier of New 
York, said that no lives were lost 
there. 


Appalachicola Already Cut Off. 

PANAMA CITY, Fla., Sept. 29 @. 
—With Appalachicola, about forty 
miles southeast of here on the coast, 
cut off from wire communication and 
no word received from there since 
early tonight, preparations were be- 
ing made here for a blow.

At present that is vested 
by the Legislature, and so very char 
acteristically Republican, in the Ap 
pellate Division.” 

Formal Bar Request, Required. 

Members of the Appellate Division 
made it clear last night that no ine 
vestigation would be undertaken by 
them unless formal request for one 
was made. It was pointed out that 
such request would have to come 
from the Association of the Bar of 
the City of New York, and not from 
any individual: Officers: of ‘the as- 
sociation were unwilling to discuss 
the matter last night. 

Magistrate Vitale was appointed to 
his post by Acting Mayor Murray 
Hulbert on Dec. 31, 1923, during an’ 
illness of former Mayor.John F, Hy» 
lan. He succeeded Magistrate Petet 
A. Hatting, who was elevated to the 
Supreme Court bench. 

Magistrate Vitale was not reached 
yesterday. He had announced, how- 
ever, on Saturday that he planned 
to confer today with a friend, an 
attorney, to determine if he had 
ground for redress from Represen« 
tative La Guardia, who revealed the 
fact that the magistrate had re 
ceived the $19,940 loan. At the con- 
ference, he indicated, he would dis 
cuss the advisability of making pub- 
lic the name of the man who nego- 
tiated the loan. The fact that the 
man had died was a factor in hig 
first decision to withhold the name, 
said the magistrate.

Critical of Banton. 


It is idle to say that Mr. Banton’s - 
action in precipitately ordering the 
trial of McManus meets the situa- 
tion. On Banton’s own: previous 
statement his action is. without ex- 
cuse. He has said that to try Mc- 
Manus without Biller would be to 
risk acquittal. From the point of 
view of his critics the trial will 
either make McManus a scapegoat 
or break down.

But 
the public is in a poor way to get 
all the facts in their proper settin 
in the heat of a sharp politica 
campaign. It is, moreover, a ca- 
lamity that public attention should 
have to’ be centred on the Roth- 
stein case to the exclusion of. those 
vital issues of justice in general, 
housing, transit. &c., which should 
be discussed. Under our laws the 
Governor of New York has the 
power. and with it, I think, the 
duty to bring about an investiga- 
tion of this case or else a retrac- 
tion of genera] charges. Messrs. 
Iaright, Crain, La Guardia and 
Coudert have already claimed & 
knowledge sufficient to solve the 
case., In the present state it is a 
cancer in the body of polities. Only 
the Governor of New York can 
take immediate and cffective ac-

Emergency crews of workmen 


ing power cables damaged Saturday 
night by the fire in the cable room 
of the New York Central Railroad's 
central power station at Park Ave- 
nue and Fiftieth Street, which par- 
alyzed all traffic in and out of the 
Grand Central Terminal for more 
than three hours. 

The tie-up, occurring as it did at 
the peak of the after-theatre rush 
horr, forced several thousand sub- 
urban passengers who had spent 
Saturday night in the city to travel 
home by slow and circuitous routes. 
As soon as it became evident that 
no power would be available in the 
Park Avenue tunnel for. several 
hours, railroad employes were sent 
through the terminal to notify pas- 
sengers. 

Commuters of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford line 
vised to proceed by subway to the 
180th Street station of the New 
York, Westchester & Boston Rail- 
road, whence they could go to 
Larchmont and transfer to the New 
Haven main line. Commuters living 
on the Hudson River division of the 
New York Central were advised to 
get their trains from the Highbridge 
station, and those on the Harlem 
River division were told to leave 
|from the Melrose-162d Street Sta- 
| tion. 

All power through the Park Ave- 
nue tunnel was shut off at 10:05 P. 
M. (Daylight Time), as soon as the 
fire was discovered. The first train 
to pass through the tunnel after the 
tie-up left Grand Central just before 
1:3 M. Fortunately, suburban 
passengers had all left the station at 
that hour, and after several of the 
delayed express trains had left, the 
railroad had several hours to make 
repairs when there was scarcely any 
traffic. 

Emergency power obtained from 
the New York Edison and Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit Companies 
was utilized to energize tracks on 
the upper level at first. But as soon 
as the delayed expresses were out of 
the way the New York Central en- 
gineers were able to switch back to 
their own power. The Shore Line 
Express, Mayflower and Bay State

That project came to naught, due 
to the opposition of the sea lords in 
Parliament on the ground that Brit- 
ain could not always gamble on 
being neutral and that it was more 
vital not so to limit the navy’s action 
when Britain itself was a belligerent 
--which leads to the next point. 

3. One power which causes Britain, 
when itself a belligerent, most cause 
for anxiety is, of course, the United 
States—more so now, since naval 
parity has been admitted. And it is 
precisely here the Labor government 
in signing the optional clause has re- 
served for the British navy all the 
freedom of action which the sea 
lordS demanded in killing the pre- 
vious Hague project and which they 
used so thoroughly during the early 
part of the war as to bring protest 
after protest from Washington. 


Only Court Members Affected, . 


The British have bound themselves 
in advance to accept the World 
Court’s jurisdiction as compulsory 
only as regards States that have ac- 
cepted the same obligation. Thus, if 


Britain were at war and seized a 
Dutch ship, Holland could hale Brit- 
ain before the World Court, for Hol- 
land has also accepted its complsory 
jurisdiction. But if the ship seized 
were American, Washington could 
only do as it did in the World War— 
protest at the ruling of the British 
prize courts—so long as the United 
States Senate maintained the reser- 
vation in which it refused to accept 
the World Court’s compulsory juris- 
diction. 

It would seem then that Labor has 
strengthened rather than weakened 
the British position by its manner 
of signing the optional clause. On 
the one hand, by not excluding dis- 
putes involving the freedom of the 
seas, it has enabled Britain, when 
neutral, to protect its own shipping 
better through its right of appeal 
to the World Court from the national 
prize courts of all those nations 
which have also accepted the World 
Court’s compulsory jurisdiction. 

On the other hand, by stipulating 
reciprocity as a condition (as nearly 
all the other signatories have also 
done) it has kept the navy’s hands 
free—-when Britain is a belligerant— 
at least so far as only the other big 
s?a power, the United States, is con- 
cerned. 

Naturally, all the United States has 

>to do to enjoy the benefits of Brit- 
ain's acceptance of the World Court’s 
compulsory jurisdiction over shipping 
disputes in time of war is to accept 
the optional clause too. Reciprocity, 
of course, would then entail the same 
mutual rights and obligations for 
both powers on all issues involving 
the freedom of the seas. Before the 
‘United States, nowever, can accept 
the optional clause, it must, of 
course, first become a member of 
the court by ratifying the Root pro- 
tocol, so it appears here that the 
whole question of the American at- 
titude toward the court may be af- 
fected by this new element.

Concerning its military use, I am 
now a pacifist, so it does not seem! 
opportune to talk about that. How- | 
ever, I am certain rockets will be 
used in any future war simply be- 
cause with rockets it is possible to 
combat any airplane from ground 
with absolute accuracy of aim—which 
would seain to render any future air 
attack illusionary. The rocket can 
also be used purely for defensive pur- | 
poses. Its capacity to fly at a great , 
speed and with big loads marks it 
for use in dispersing smoke screens. 
Within a few seconds we shall be 
able to produce a smoke screen at a 
height of about 16,300 feet and as 
wide as we desire. With a touch of 
the finger an impenetrable veil could 
be thrown over a city like Berlin or 
New York within two minutes, a 
cloud which would lie above so as 
not to interfere with ground traffic. 
This may sound too sweeping a 
statement, but it is now wholly 
: understandable. 

To return to rocket flying: applied 
in a reverse way our rocket is a 
valuable means for landings—espe-

Building Given to Montfaucon by 
37th Division Is Opened, With 
General Pershing Present.

PARIS, Sept. 29.—Now that the 
money questions between France and 
the United States have been definite- 
ly settled, there is nothing to prevent 
the resumption in peace of that col- 
laboration that brought victory in 
war, André Tardieu, French Minister 
of the Interior, declared at Mont- 
faucon today. 

M. Tardieu spoke at the inaugural 
ceremonies of the city hospice raised 
as a gift of veterans of the Thirty- 
seventh Ohio Division of the A. E. F. 
on the new site of the town where 
the Americans fought in 1918. He 
was within view of the ruins of old 
Montfaucon, which by order of the 
French Government were left as they

Laurence Norton, former meee ag Ao 
the late Ambassador Myron T. Her- 
rick, and other American and French 
officials, attended the ceremonies, as 
did the whole population of the Mont- 
faucon region and numerous Ameri- 
can Visitors. 


Stresses Solidarity. 


“We fought together during the 
war and in doing so learned to 
estimate each other highly,’’ said M. 
Tardieu to the American veterans. 
‘Since then clouds have risen to ob- 
scure our friendship, and it is little 
wonder because our nations are 80 
far apart and so different in forma- 
tion and character. But if there is 


one lesson we should*have learned 
from the war, that lesson is solidar- 


ity. We fought the war together and | 


won it. But neither would have won 
without the other.”’ 

M. Tardieu, who during the war 
was French High Commissioner in 
Washington, then gave interesting 
figures on how the United States and 
France had divided war burdens, 
which he, better than any other man, 
was in a position to give correctly. 

“You entered the war last, but at 
the decisive moment,” he said, ‘‘you 
brought 2,000,000 men and you loaned 
us $3,000,000,000, with which we 
bought 5,000,000 tons of war ma- 
terials, 5,000,000 tons of supplies, 
160,000.000 .75 shells and bread ra-

BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 29. — The 
newspaper La Nacion insists that 
Secretary of State Stimson’s explana- 
tion that lack of funds was the sole 
reason for the refusal of the United 
States to send delegates to the Con- 
gress of Penal Sciences to be held 
in Buenos Aizcs is simply a cour- 
teous, diplomatic camouflage to cover 
the northern Republic’s displeasure 
at many Argentine discourtesies. 

In a long editorial, the second on 
the subject, the newspaper asserts 
that Secretary Stimson’s explanation 
discloses a ]aujable diplomatic spirit 
but proves that previous contentions 
of La Nacion were correct, as Mr. 
Stimson’s own explanation, it says, 
admits that only in this instance has 
the State Department suddenly be- 
come so economical as not to use 
special funds it has for such pur- 
poses. 

La Nacion does not criticize Mr. 
Stimson’s attitude, which it describes 
as justifiable displeasure at Argen- 
tina’s attitude toward the United 
States. 

“‘We insist on this point, because 
we believe it indispensable that this 
displeasure be removed,’’ says the 
newspaper, adding that Argentina’s 
foreign policy for a year had been 
one of inexcusable silence and isola- 
tion, It refers to several instances 
with countries other than the United 








States and says the situation as re- 
gards Washington happens to be the 
most pronounced but is by no means 
the only one. 

“If there is one thing to be in- 
ferred from the present Argentine 
Government’s foreign policy, it is the 
foolish belief that we are threatened 
by a fantastic policy of imperialism 
which exists only in the minds of a 
few agitators. The fear of this im- 
perialism appears to induce Presi- 
dent Irigoyen to take sides in an 
illusory rivalry between the two 
great Anglo-Saxon powers. 

“There exists no important political 
rivalry between Great Britain and 
the United States, and even if it did 
exist, it would be childish for us to 
try to exoloit such rivalry for our 
own benefit. 

“There does not exist and could 
not exist any policy of imperialism 
which could threaten us. Argentina’s 
horizons are clear and promising 
and friendship with all other nations 
is the only foreign policy which any 
Argentine Government has any right 
to adopt.” 


PILCHER JOINS FACULTY. 


Former State Architect to Head De- 
partment at Penn Ctste. 


STATE COLLEGE, Pa., Sept. 29.—

BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 29.—The 
last act of the Argentine Senate be- 
fore the expiration of this year’s 
regular session was a refusal to be 
stampeded into passing a bill na- 
tionalizing petroleum lands. 

The Chamber of Deputies passed a 
bill last year patterned after the 
Mexican law designed to expropriate 
Standard Oil and other foreign hold- 
ings, and place petroleum lands un- 
der Government operation. The Sen- 
ate’s action signifies the defeat of a 
year’s campaign by an organization 
called the Alianza Continental, 
formed by professional anti-Ameri- 
| can agitators who are responsible for 
| most of the present ill-feeling toward 
the United States. 

The Alianza Continental conducted 
soap box, open-air meetings for sev- 
¢ral months and plastered handbills 
all over the city picturing American 
capital as gobbling up Argentina’s 
natural resources. The final blast 
was a huge mass meeting in a big, 
downtown theatre, the night before 
the Senate’s final session. 

The only reason the project was 
not passed by the Senate this year 
is the fact that the governing party 
does not control a majority in the 
Senate, as it does in the Chamber.

work. The average child did 32.4 
more examples in twelve minutes for | 
personal prizes than he did for his 
group in the same time. 

At the conclusion of the tests, the 
children received the alternative of | 
continuing the work either for them | 
selves or for the group. In a ma-' 
jority of cases, they elected to pursue 
their individual work. More girls. 
than boys, however, elected to work |, 
for the group. On the whole, Dr. | 
Miller reported, the boys showed 
greater variability, in some instances 
performing excellently for the group 
and in many others doing poorly. 

“In our present educational sys- 
tem,’’ Dr. Miller said, in commenting 
on his study, ‘‘the child is trained 
to look at the members of his group ' 
as constant competitors and urged | 
to put forth a maximum effort to 
excel them. The lack of practice in 
group activities in which the child 
works with :his fellows for a com- 
mon goal precludes the formation of 
bahits of cooperativeness and group 
loyalty.”’

Com- 
munications, is mentioned,as a pos- 
sible temporary leader: If, as. is 
generally ‘expected, the government 
holds an election in January, it will 
find the Opposition depressed, dis- 
credited and disorganized. 

Baron Tanaka, who attended an 
official dinner last night and was 
then in his usual buoyant spirits, 
had been in apparently robust health. 

The son of a poor Samurai, who 
after. the abolition of the military 
class earned his living as palanquin- 
bearer to Prince Mori, Baron Tanaka 
rose to the highest posts in the army | 
through his ability and industry, | 
aided by an attractive personality | 
and intuitive political sagacity. 
Japanese biographer sums up his | 
character as frank, magnanimous, 
indulgent and unreserved.

He Tells: Polish Interviewer It Is 
a Vital Force as Regards Re- - 
lations With Europe. 


WARSAW, Sept. 29 UP).—Liberal 
England is pictured by George Ber- 
nard Shaw, in an interview obtained 
in London by a correspondent of The 
Polish Telegraphic Agency, as having 
lost its interest in Poland since in- 
dependence was regained. 

“I consider a mutual understand- 
ing most important,’ Mr. Shaw is 
quoted as saying, ‘‘but one must call 
the attention of Poland to the fact 
that English Liberalism, which seem- 
ingly has disappeared from the sur- 
face of English political life, con- 
stitutes a still vital force in English 
mentality as far as the relations of 
England with Europe are concerned. 

‘‘Most characteristic of this Liber- 
alism was and is its interest and 
sympathies for oppressed peoples. Up 
to the World War those sympathies 
turnec mainly to Ireland and Po- 
land. England’s Polish sympathies 
have magnificent traditions. You 
have certainly heard of the great 
English poet, Thomas Campbell, who 
glorified the Polish ‘struggles for in- 
dependence. Those poems are still 
taught in English schools. 

“But since Ireland became a free 
State and Poland regained her in- 
dependence, English Liberalism has 
lost its interest in them. It actually 
looks assiduously for other objects of 
sympathy in oppressed and perse- 
cuted peoples, for instance, in the 
Balkans.’’ 

Mr. Shaw revealed that his most 
recent play, which had its world pre- 
miére in Warsaw last June, was 
largely based on Marshal Pilsudski

Process Held Virtually Secret. 

The principle is: Are taxation 
Jaws and their 2pplication to be 
mace virtually in secret, whatever 


may be said about a limiting rule, 
or are they to be enacted by the re- 
sponsible representatives of the peo- 
ple in the Congress, where public 
debate is held and a public record 
made of ezch official’s conduct? 

The arbitrary exercise of the tax- 
ing power, aj] the more dangerous 
if disguised and not obvious, in its 
basic. character is tyranny. Re- 
sistance to the impairment of this 
popular right has largely occa- 
sioned many of the wars and revo- 
lutions of the past. 

An issue of this importance 
should not be sssociated with the 
opinions or necessities of these in- 
terests, States or sections that di- 
rectly profit by some rate schedule 
in the body of the tariff act. With 
respect to the principle here at 
stake, any trading or log-rolling is 
especially unjustifiable and inde- 
fensible. Neither should we be un- 
duly influenced by the attempt to 
divert attention from this momen- 
tous issue by condemnation of and 
emphasis upon the dilatory and un- 
satisfactory results of Congres- 
sional procedure. 


Point to Amendments. 


No one seeks to prevent or in 
any way to interfere with the in- 
vestigations and reports of the 
Tariff’; Commission in connection 
with emergency tariff legislation. 


The point is, we emphatically in- 
sist that final action and responsi- 
bility based on Tariff Commission 
reports shall be taken by the Con- 
gress. 

For the purpose of preventing ap- 
prehended Congressional delay an 
amendment has ‘heen made provid- 
ing for the submission cf the re- 

orts to the Congress by the Pres- 
dent, and, furthermore, an amend- 
ment will be presented strictly lim- 
iting action by the Congress to 
matters germane to the particular 
subject matter or rates rccom- 
mended by the President after in- 
vestigation by the Tariff Comis- 
sion. 

We do not h:-sitate to say that if 
this extraordinary and what we be- 
lieve to be unconstitutional author- 
ity passes now from the Congress, 
it is questionable if there will ever 
again be a tariff bill originated and 
enacted by the Congress. 

It is our solemn judgment that, 
hereafter. all taxation through the 
tariff, and regulation of commerce 
thereby, will be made by the Execu- 
tive. It is the inherent tendency of 


this tariff changing device and the 
apparently conscious purpose of its 
proponents to use it to keep the 
tariff out of Congress, where it is 
such an embarrassing business, as 
everybody knows, to the party that 
profits politically by it. So also it 
will be of distinct advantage to the 
interests that are the direct benefi- 
ciaries of the tariff. 

In an age where there has been 
a steady tendency to rob the in- 
dividual citizen of his power and 
influence in his government 
through bureaucracy, we deem it 
our duty to vigorously protest any 
further encroachments in this di- 
rection, and especially with respect 
to taxation. 

In the hope of arousing the peo- 

le, regardless of party, to take a 
easy} and public view of this im- 
portant public question, we make 
this appeal.

The report of the special commis- 
sion of the Américan Red Cross ad- 
vising against the participation by

much to alleviate human suffering. 
Its one bright spot is that plentiful 
rains in the famine districts in re- 
cent months have relieved the most 
pressing ‘need and restored:a degree 
of normalcy. The crops have had a

IMPORTING PATENT GOODS. 


| Provision in Proposed Tariff Bill 


-Criticized as Unwise. 
To the. Editor of The New York Times: 

The United .States Daily, in its 
issue of Sept. 24, reports that the 
so-called ‘‘trade-mark section’’ of the 
tariff bill now under consideration 


of 46 to 31, and that what might be 
called the ‘“‘patent section’’ was 
adopted without a record vote. 

‘Section 526 of the proposed tariff 
bill relating to trade-marks which 
have been registered by any person 
domiciled in the United States, 


‘|if the registration of such trade- 


mark has been filed with the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in the manner 
provided by Section 27 of the Act of 
Feb. 20, 1905, forbids the entry 
of any merchandise of foreign manu- 
facture bearing such trade-mark. 
With regard to patents, the impor- 
tation of any merchandise of foreign 
manufacture is forbidden if it bears 
notice of the patent in accordance 
with Section 4900 of the Revised 
Statutes. ‘The proposed law also pro- 
vides certain drastic penalties, such 
as seizure and forfeiture and injunc- 
tion and damages, the latter applying 
not only to the importer but to any 
person dealing in any merchandise 
imported in violation of subdivision 
A of Section 526. ° : ;

Individualized Care in Mental 
Cases Stressed at Private 
Meeting, Says Report. 








IMPERSONAL WORK DECRIEG 





Dr. Raynor Holds Aim Should Be 
to Get Patients Out Rather Than 
Simply to House Them. 





A ‘marked preponderance of 
opinion”. in favor of smaller, indi- 
vidualized hospitals for mental cases 
was expressed at a private meeting 
of psychiatrists and other experts 
last June 28, it was revealed yester- 
day in advance proofs of a report 
prepared by the State Charities Aid 
Association. 

The meeting, held at: the Harvard 
Club, - was presided over by Homer 
Folks, secretary of the association. 
The trend of the discussion, accord- 
ing to Mr. Folks’s report, brought 
out the following four opinions: 


1. That for the longer, or con- 
tinued-treatment cases, as well as 
for the more acute ones, individu- 
alized medical and other care re- 
mains necessary. 

2..That conditions involvin 
primarily problems of person 
readjustment cannot be met by in» 
. personal methods. 

3. That in any institution there i 
a trend toward impersonal methods 
which increases with the size at 
the institution. 

4. That this trend is inherent In 
the nature of institutions and is in- 
evitable and irremovable; and while 
it may be measurably held in check 
by an alert and vigorous medical 
director who has succeeded in 
selecting a like-minded staff, medi- 
cal and otherwise, yet on the least 
relaxation of vigilance and effort, 
it resumes its normal trend to 
tradition and impersonality. 


When discussion at the meeting 
brought out the possibility that large 
hospitals could be constructed at 
proportionately less cost than smaller 
institutions, Dr. Frederick W. Par- 
sons, Commissioner of the New York 
State Department of Mental Hygiene, 
said he did not believe that persons 
used to living in a city of 6,000,000 
population would be ‘‘distressed’”’ at 
finding themselves in a_ hospital 
treating 10,000 patients. ; 

Dr: Mortimer W. Raynor, medica! 
director of: Bloomingdale Hospital 
and: chairman. of the executive com 
— of the New York State Com- 
mittee on Mental pei pee said, 
however, the report added, “‘that a 
large hospital is not as conducive to 
the restoration: of. the individua! 
patient to:‘mental health as a smaller 
institution.”* ; 

“Large hospitals permit of ade- 
quate treatment of one group of 
patients at the expense of another,” 
he added, “which get little more 
than custodial care.’ : 

Saying that no State ‘‘can afford 
simply to house the mentally sick,” 
Dr. Raynor continued: 

“Patients must be actively treated 
and must be gotten out of the hospi- 
tals in the greatest number possible. 
Constant study must be going on and 
contributions must constantly be 
made regarding the causes and treat- 
ment of mental disorders... . «=. - 

“The above is carried on best in 


-the smaller units and I think -must 


be thought of in- this connection. In 
the large .hospitals. also I fear that 
we are not going to develop and train 
the type of medical and nursing per- 
sonnel which we need in order.to 
carry on in a forward way the care 
of these patients.’’

Many Easterners Arrive’ for the 
Convention—Resolutions Com- 
mittee Is Appointed.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 29.— 
‘As bankers from all parts of the 
‘country converge upon this city for 
the meeting of the American Bank- 
ers Association, one topic stands out 
as’ destined to provide the main sub- 
: jeet for discussion among the dele- 
: gates both in and out of the conven- 
‘tien hall. This is the problem of 
group banking as opposed to unit 
banking. 


As the bankers gather in the lobby | 


of the St. Francis Hotel. the conven- 
tion ‘headquarters, the enormous 
strides made recently by chain and 
branch banking form almost the sole 
, subject of conversation. 

The debate over the movement 
promises to be a lively one, since 
the majority of the delegates regard 
the increasing tendency among large 
banks to spread out and obtain con- 
trol of other institutions as of suffi- 
cient strength to alter the entire 
course of American banking. 

Group Banking on Program. 

While the convention starts tomor- 
row, no general session will be held 
until Tuesday, the first day being 
given over to divisional and commit- 
tee meetings. On Wednesday, the 
real subject will first come up when 
J. W. Pole, Controller of the Cur- 
rency, will speak on ‘‘New Elements 
in Banking Policy.” 

Mr. Pole’s discussion will introduce 
the problem of national branch bank- 
ing, and will be followed during the 
same session by two addresses on 
group banking. T. O. Hammond, 
vice president of the National Bank 
of Montana at Helena, Mont., will 
discuss “Group Banking in the 
Northwest,’’ after which Andrew 
j Price, president of the Marine Ban- 
corporation of Seattle, Wash., will 
continue the subject with a talk on 
“Group Banking.’”’ 

On the following day, Max B. 
Nahm, vice president of the Citizens’ 
National Bank of Bowling Green. 
Ky., will present the side of those 
opposed to the extension of group 

, banking in an address upon, ‘‘Old- 
fashioned Unit Banking.’’ 

During this session, George W. 
Davison, president of the Central 
Hanover Bank and Trust Company 
of New York, will discuss ‘‘Banking 
' Evolution in America.’’ Mr. Davison 

ij is understood to be a supporter of 
the unit banking system, and it is 
expected that his address will put 
the case against group banking 
strongly. 
Many Easterners Arriving. 

While at present there are no 
plans. for an open session at which 
all the delegates could have an op- 
portunity to voice their opinions on 
the subject of group banking versus 
unit banking, it has been intimated 
that should the demand for such a 
session become sufficiently strong,

The New and Old Religions. 


The main points of difference be- 
tveen the new religion and the old 
as explained by Dr. Potter are: 


Old—The chief end of man is to 
glorify God. 

New—The chief end of man is to im- 
prove himself, both as an individual 
and as a race. 

Old—Man is inherently evil and a 
worm of the dust. 

New—Man is inherently good and of 
infinite possibilities. 

Old—Man should submit to the will 
of God. 

New—Man should not submit to in- 
justice or suffering without protest 
and should endeavor to remove its 


causes. 

Old—The truth is to be found in one 
religion only. 

New—There are truths in all religions 
and outside of religions. 

Old—God created the world and man. 

New—The world and man evolved. 

Old—The ideas of sin, salvation, re- 
demption, prayer, worship are im- 
portant. 

New—Those ideas are unimportant in 
religion. 

ol alvation comes from outside of 
man. 

New—Improvement comes from with- 
in. No man or God can ‘‘save’’ 
another man. 

Old—Hell is a place of eternal ter- 
ment for the wicked. 

New—Suffering is the natural result 
of breaking the laws of right living. 

Old—Heaven is the place where good 
people go when they die. 

New—Doing right brings ite own sat- 
isfaction. 


Says All Creeds Have Human Origin. 


Dr. Potter said that the trouble 
with most of the religious leaders 
is that they ‘‘have interpreted their 
religious experience as a _ direct 
revelation from some supernatural 
being. They have externalized their 
experience and have mistaken the 
sources of their inspiration.’’ 

‘All the religions of the world, in 
spite of their claims to supernatural 
origin, have come out of human per- 
sonality,’’ he continued. ‘‘The divid- 
ing line between all those other re- 
ligions and Humanism is the fact 
that Humanism recognizes its 
source. Man has been contrasted 
with God, and false distinctions 
have been drawn between human 
and divine, between secular and 
sacred. Man has been taught to 
consider himself a worm of the 


dust. 

“The task before Humanism is to 
rélease man’s soul from bondage to 
the fear of God. The fear of God 
is not the beginning of wisdom, but 
it is frequently the end of it. Souls 
have been warped and stunted by 
the. inhibitory fear complex and 
Deity obsession. Once man’s mind 
is free, and he dares to create his 
own religion, we shall have such an 
advance in civilization as now we 
hardly dare contemplate.”

In America and 
abroad the world is facing a growing 
contempt not only of law and order 
but of human life itself. When we 
know that the practice of self- 
destruction has increased many 
times over in the past fifteen years 
we need not apologize for inviting 
the religious and social conscience of 
the people to consider this problem. 
Too little attention is being given to 
this subject by those who are ac- 
cepted authorities in social science 
and religious teaching in America. 


We take it for  pegeaion that suicide 
is simply one of the passing phenom- 
ena in the complexes of modern life 
and leave it at that. It behooves us 
to take on the wisdom of alarm and 
ask the ow of St. James, ‘What 
is your life?’ 

“Only one source of information is 
left wherein to find the clue to the 
increasing number of voluntary 
deaths and that is in the mental out- 
look of the individual and basie be- 
liefs of modern ont as to the 
meaning and purpose of living. 

‘‘We need not look to the cults of 
the Orient nor to the mystic writers 
of Russia for teaching against the 
sin of self-destruction. We need not 
invite a revival of interest in Greek 
philosophy as a means of checking 
any of the crimes against the social 
order. In these we find encourage- 
ment to think of suicide as the high- 
est assertion of individual freedom. 
In what direction may we look for 
teaching that speaks out clearly and 
unequivocally concerning the evil of 
all forms of murder? To one and 
only one may we turn for pronounced 
and effective judgment of the sad- 
dest of our crimes. 

“The Christian religion and suicid> 
are utterly incompatible. Wherever 
you find the old biblical doctrines 
of the sovereignty of God and His 
purpose in redemption breaking 
down, you will find the doctrine of in- 
dividualism making a place for self- 
destruction as a valid expression of 
personal rights. The fear of hell in 
the hereafter has no place in modern 
education, and yet that is the one 
doctrine to which we may look as a 
challenge to multitudes of potential 
suicides in our much-boasted modern 
society. 

“Suicide is about the most cruel 
form of murder when we consider 
the things it destroys in the home 
and in the hearts of a man’s friends. 
Suicide is about the most cowardly 
evasion of responsibilities when we 
consider the more desirable adjust- 
ments to difficulty; and it is the 
most selfish thing in the world when 
a man snuffs out his own candle 
and leaves his family in the dark. 
It is the last and final declaration 
of atheism that can be performed 
by a rational human being and, ex- 
cepting in cases of mental derange- 
ment, it is the uttermost repudiation 
of God and of the crucified Christ.”

LONDON IS RELIEVED 
AT BANK RATE RISE 


| 

iNecessity for Action Recognized 

and Relief Felt That Emer- 
gency Was Met. 


STILL RESENT GOLD DRAIN 


Financial London Believes That Co- 
operation by Continental Banks 
Might Have Averted Situation. 


Special Cable to THE New YORK TIMES. 

LONDON, Sept. 27—The City was 
rather relieved than discouraged by 
Thursday’s rise in the bank rate to 
6% per cent. For nearly two months 
the markets had been in a state of 
anxious suspense, and throughout all 
that period high financial authorities 
had predicted an eventual rise in the 
trate as wholly unavoidable. 


efforts to keep the rate down, in the 
interest of British industry. Some 
pressure was exerted in that direc- 
tion by the government, which felt 
that a higher cost of credit would 
make more difficult the carrying out 
of its official plans dealing with un- 
employment. But the Bank of Eng- 
land’s position this week made a 
higher bank rate wholly necessary. 
The week’s heavy ioss of gold, chiefly 
to France and Germany, brought the 
Bank’s entire gold holdings to little 
over £133,000,000, which was £20,000,- 
000 below the holdings at the begin- 
ning of the year, more than £43,000,- 
000 under the record figure of a year 
ago, and no less than £17,000,000 be- 
low the irreducible minimum recom- 
mended by the Cunliffe committee 
of 1919. 

There has been much criticism of 
the continued outflow of gold from 
London to the Continent, and this 
week a strong suspicion existed that 
these gold movements were being 
carried out without regard to the 
generally expected requirements and 
obligations under the gold standard. 
The feeling in financial circles cer- 
tainly is that the present strain 
on London’s gold might have been 
alleviated if a better understanding 
had existed between the central 
banking authorities, with a view to 
bringing about greater immunity 
from spasms of monetary stringency 
arising from international influences. 
The Bank of England has been urg- 
ing this cooperation with great per- 
sistence, but so far without much 
success. That result has been widely 
blamed this week upon lack of vision 
on the part of Continental banking 
authorities. 

So exceptionally high a bank rate 
as 6% per cent will undoubtedly 
check the slowly reviving British 
trade, and industrialists are still in- 
clined to criticize the Bank’s action. 
All those who really undersie 1d the 
position, however, feel that no other 
course was possible. They realize 
that, owing to the abnormally heavy 
outflow of gold, there was _ real 
danger of credit being seriously cur- 
tailed; also that, in the long run, it 
was better for business that there 
|should be a sufficient supply of 
| credit even at a high price than an 
| inadequate supply at an artificially 
| low cost.

Increase of Fiduciary Notes 
By London Bank Was Discussed 


Special Cable to THz New YORK Trues. 

LONDON, Sept. 27.—While the 
change in the bank rate was still 
being postponed, discussion of an 
arbitrary increase in the Bank’s 
fiduciary note circulation was at 
one time discussed in financial 
circles. There is no reason, how- 
ever, to believe that the Bank of 
England ever seriously considered 
taking such a step, though it 
could have obtained the necessary 
permission had the policy been 
deemed desirable. 

Under the currency amalgama- 
tion act of last year the Bank is 
authorized to issue bank-notes up 
to the amount representing the 
gold coin and gold bullion at the 
time in the issue department and 
to issue in addition bank-notes to 
the amount of £260,000,000 in ex- 
cess of the amount covered by 
gold. It was also provided, how- 
ever, that if the Bank should at 
any time represent to the treas- 
ury that “‘it is expedient that the 
amount of the fiduciary note issue 
shall be increased to some speci- 
fied amount above £260,000,000 the 
treasury may authorize tne Bank 
to issue notes to such an in- 
creased amount for such period, 
not exceeding six months, as the 
treasury may think proper.’’

PARIS, Sept. 27.—The higher Lon- 
don bank rate, as Paris sees it, is 
not likely to alter much the tendency 
of sterling. The sterling market has 
been hit by the outflow of European 
capital to New York, where the at- 
traction was chiefly the very high 
Wall Street call-money market. It 
is felt, however, that the establish- 
ment of a London bank rate one-half 
of 1 per cent higher than the Federal | 
Reserve rediscount charge will not 
be sufficient to turn the tide when

Expectation is, therefore, that the

Berlin Questions Sterling Recovery.

The key to the situation lies 
with New York and Paris, not Ber- 
lin.

| few instances airplanes used in sup- 
plemental servic2. The private mo- 
| tor car remains the most serious 
| competitor of the coordinated scr- 
| vice. Buses no fonger are consid- 
ered a serious competitor. Most of 
the important urban lines have been 
absorbed by rail management, about 
22,000 being operated by the traction 
| companies in conjunction with 75,000 
| rail cars. Most of the independent | 
; bus operators are running interstate | 
| service. 
time, averaging approximately 8 2-5 
| cents for the entire country. 

The greatest single unit of cash 
fares:is 10 cents. Less than.a score 
of cities have the nickel fare. Where | 

' the five-cent fare obtains, the asso- | 
ciation heads explain, it is due to a 
special reason, for example: In New 
York, where the deficit is paid from 
| taxes; in New Jersey, where a zone- 
| ride system obtains; in San Francis- 
co, where certain taxes are refund- 
ed, and in a certain number of small 
| cities where interurbans charge 5 
cents within the city limits as a 
part of a higher fare for service 
outside of town. 

Wages have held at an‘even keel, 
there being a change of less than 
one-half a cent per hour during the 
last year. Little change in taxes are 
noted. Net revenue for the first half 
vf -1929 was 1.75 per cent higher for 
‘he entire country than it was during 
1928. This is due to increased fares. 
Traffic for the same corresponding 
periods is off about three-quarters of 
1 per cent for the entire coordinated 
systems. 

| The total number of passengers 
carried last year was 16,000,000,000, 
of which 15,000,000,000 were carried 
‘by rail cars and 1,000.000,000 by 
buses.

“The question ‘Is the local trans- 
‘portation industry making money?’

|the entire industry is operating at 
a deficit, the answer again is no. 
Conditions are so different in various 
|;communities that a general answer 
|is almost impossible. 
| “The industry in 1928 did a gross 
business of $1,117,000,000, and the 
{net return on this business was 
| $70,800,000. This net earning, despite 
tits small percentage to the gross, 
| was the greatest of all time. In 
1922, the last year that the United 
| States Census Bureau reported on 
;net of electric railways, the total 
|'was $56,650,000. The gross was only 
| slightly less than that in 1928. This 
|is a healthy sign.’’ 

“The most serious situation that 
threatens electric railways today 
arises from the operation of private 
motor cars. Pleasure vehicles have 
practically eliminated pleasure rid- 
ing on rail cars. Electric rail man- 
agements are doing everything pos- 
sible to speed up their cars, but so 
long as they are blocked on their 


cars, there is little they can do.”’

But Desires of Materi.. Men Find 
Lack of Support by Leading 
Institutions Affected. 


The revised State mechanics’ lien 
law, designed to insure payment for | 
labor and material supplied to build-, 
ing operations, is effective tomorrow. | 
Further revision of the statute, which 
was changed by the last Legislature, ' 
is desired by the supply men, though, | 
according to Allen E. Beals, writing 
in the current Dow Service Daily 
Building Reports, ‘‘there is some in- 
dication of lack of enthusiasm 
among title companies and other) 
lending institutions to further amend- 
ments.”’ 

The present changes and amend- 
ments ‘‘admittedly fail to give all 
the credit relief building men and) 
contractors feel they must have be-| 
fore proper confidence can be work- | 
ably mutual between financier, 
owner, builder, contractor and mate- 
rial men,’’ Mr. Beals says. 

“But for the purpose of making it 
clear to the building trades just what 
the law hes done so far in bringing 
about better credit conditions, Ernest 
¥. Bidlitz of the New York firm of 
Hidlitz & Hulse, building trade coun- 
selors, has prepared a summary of 
these changes, which has been made : 
availabie to members of the New: 
York State Association of Builders 
through Harry C. Taylor, secretary. 

“For instance, where the contract 
for an improvement to a building is 
made with a husband or wife, and 
the property belongs to the other, or 
both, the husband and wife contract- 
ing shall also be presumed to be the! 
egent of the other, unless such other ; 
having knowledge of the improve- | 
ment shall, within five days after the | 
commencement of the work, give the} 
contractor written notice of his or 
ber refusal to consent to the improve- | 
ment. i 

“Another part of the new law pro- 
vides that every building loan mort- 
gage shall contain a covenant by the 
mortgazgor that he will receive the 
advances secured thereby as a trust 
fund, and that he will apply the same 
to the payment of the cost of im- 
provement before using any part of: 
the total for any other purpose. Un- |; 
less such a building loan mortgage | 
shall contain such covenant on the 
part of the mortgagor, it shall lose | 
all priority against mechanics’ liens, 
regardless of the time of the ad-/| 
vances thereunder and the time cf 
filing cof such liens. 


Cost of Improvement Defined. 


“The cost of improvement is de- 
fined to mean the expenditures in- | 
curred by the owner in paying the | 
claims of a contractor, including also | 
those of an architect, engineer or sur- | 
veyor, and of a subcontractor, labor- | 
er and material man arising out of | 
the improvement. Jt also shall in- 
clude sums paid for obtaining a}: 
building loan, premiums of surety on | 
surety bonds furnished pursuant to a} 
building loan contract or lease, ori 
for the freeing of the property of any | 
lien; sums paid to discharge mort- | 
gazes and other encumbrances upon | 
reajJ estate existing prior to the me-' 
chanics’ liens filed; sums paid to dis- | 
charge building loan mortgages when- 
ever recorded; taxes, assessments. 
end water rents existing prior to the | 
commencement of the improvement | 
and also those accruing during the 
making of the improvement, and in- | 
terest on building loan mortgages, | 
ground rent and premiums on insur- } 
ance likewise accruing during the 
making of the improvement. 

“Provision is made also that no! 
assignment of a contract or of the} 
money or any part thereof due or. 
to become due, nor any order drawn 
by a contractor upon the owner of 


the maker of a building loan, nor | 
an assignments of moneys due or to 
grow due under a building loan con- | 
tract, shall operate to reduce the lien 
of a subcontractor, laborer or mate- | 
rial man, except as the same might 
be pursuant to a plan of reorgan- 
ization from which all lienors might 
receive benefit. By this section it 


is made impossible for a contractor | 


to reduce the amount available to 
meet the claims of lienors by an as- 
signment to other than a person who 
has furnished labor and material to- | 
ward the improvement. 

‘Hereafter building loan contracts 
must be filed on or before the date | 
of the recording of the building loan | 
mortgage made pursuant thereto, | 
and modifications of such contract | 
must be filed within ten days after 
the execution of such modifications. | 

“The new law says that all liens 
shall be on a parity, except that 
liens of Jaborers shall be prior to 
liens of material men and contrac- 
tors.” | 


Reorganization Percentage Less. | 


Mr-~-Eidlitz points out that 55 per 
cent of the aggregate amount for 
which notices of lien have been filed 
may unite to effect a reorganization, :

WASHINGTON. Sépt. 29.—Depart- 
ment store sales for August were 5 
per cent larger than in the corre- 
sponding month last year, according 
to reports to the Federal Reserve 
Board by 523 stores in 229 cities, 
summarized in a statement today on 
retail trade. For the first eight

Bishop Byrne of Texas Talks to 
Delegates of National Council 
of Catholic Women. 





SPEAKS ON CONVENTION EVE 





T. F. Woodlock, in Capital Address, 
Declares Protestant Churches 
Are Led Astray by Science. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Birth 
control and divorce were condemned 
as evil by Bishop Christopher E. 
Byrne of Galveston, and the ‘‘great 
delusion’’ that modern science and 
research have “rendered untenable 
the traditional bases of religious be- 
lief so that they can no longer be 
held by intelligent, educated men and 
women,’ was deplored by Thomas 
F. Woodlock, Interstate Commerce 
Commissioner, in addresses delivered 
today before ,the delegates to the 
ninth annual convention here of the 
National Council of Catholic Women. 

Although America was still called 
a ‘Christian country,/’ neither the 
nation itself nor. the ‘‘Christian 
churches’’ as a whole any longer pro- 
fessed the central, fundamental eés- 
sential doctrine of all. z 
the divinity of Christ,” according 
to Mr. Woodlock, who spoke at a 
meeting tonight following the recep- 
tion to the delegates on the eve of 
the opening of the convention tomor- 
row. 


Censures London Prelates. 


‘The notion that religlion has been 
discredited and displaced by science 
has infiltrated the popular mind 
from top to bottom,” Mr. Woodlock 
continued. ‘‘The natural result is 
that we hear .from multitudinous 
‘Christian’ pulpits, high and low, a 
demand that outworn creeds shall 
be replaced by creeds which accord 
with ‘modern knowledge,’ or by no 
creed at all. 

“Again we find it at the top and 
at ‘the bottom. You.can go, for in- 
stance, to Westminster Abbey in Lon- 
don and there listen to a consecrated 
Bishop of the Church of England 
publicly denying the principle tenets 
of the Christian faith, and if you 


in London and hear its Dean do 
much the same thing in the same 
way. 

“In this country, at the other end 
of the intellectual scale, we have to 
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select but. .one~example:~ Mr. John 
| Haynes Holmes in his .Community 
| Church in New York. What wonder 
that: so many,of our preachers of all 
grades of intelligence follow the lead 
thus - given them from’ above and 
below? 

He saw in the revival of neoscholas- 
tic Philosophy *‘ ‘signs of a Spring- 
time.’ He urged the delegates to 
familiarize themselves ‘with ‘‘this 
new humanism,” the leader of 
which, Paul Elmer More, stood ‘“‘in 
the very front rank of American 
scholarship and typifies, indeed, that 
| kind of scholarship which We.are ac- 
customed to regard”’as. more_prop- 
erly belonging to the Old World ‘than 
to the New.’

He attacked evolutionists who deny 
creation, saying they did not tell the 
truth. ‘“Evolution,” he said, “‘is a 
process, an instrument of: creation. 
Man is not an animal. Monkeys still 
swing by their tails from trees, but 
man flies in ships through the air. 
Men, in truth, are the sons. of God.” 

Assailing the “Hie of democracy,” 
he declared that ‘‘no men ‘are born 
free and equal.” ‘‘Men,’”’ he said, 

“are slaves to environment, back- 
ground, family. and ‘economic 
slavery.”* _
